The Sales and Supplies Oigiartawnt would issue to the village f sallies 

a "purchase quota card", with wihci alone tho village inhabitants can 
buy consumers' manufactured goods and subsidiary foodstuff, wch as salt, 
vegetable, oil, wigar, fish and meat, at a limited (fiantity for a month 
from the Sales and Supplies D^iartmont. ^ . . 

Bat as it is required to use real cash to buy these subsidiary food and 
consumers' manufactured goods, most farmers are unable to buy them because they 

do not have that small amomot of money. 

As a result, over 70% of the "purchase cjiota cards" isuued to the village 
people are left blank for mmy months, because the holders never have enou^ 
money to buy any such goods or subsidiary foods from tho Sales and Sillies 
Depaitaomit.
